Paris, Sept. 20.—French musicians 
—instrumentalists, 
concert 
singers 
and teachers, excepting 
those 
who 
have gone to America—are among Hie 
greatest sufferers from the prolonga­ 
tion of the war. 
Those who had sav­ 
ings had eaten them up in two jear 
waiting for a revival of social life and 
the concert and soiree engagements, 
while today that revival seems to bt 
th far off as it did a year ago. 
Some musicians have had engage 
ments, such as opera singers and raft 
concert artists. 
Although they have 
suffered less than those 
who 
have 
had nothing to do, they have felt the 
situation acutely. 
One 
singer, 
who 
held title roles at the opera and who 
received about 600 francs a night bo 
fore the war, now gets ten francs. 
There are also teachers w ho have beet. 
able to secure pupils, but with a re 
duction of from 50 to 75 poi cent in 
prices. 
There are many others who 
have not been able to maintain theil 
classes at all. 
They, with the instru 
mental artists out of employment, arc 
in the worst position, for a teacher it 
obliged to keep up appearances, gen 
erally pays a pretty good rental, anc. 
has a rather expensive household. 
“You would be surprised," said ar 
American musician in Paris 
to

correspondent, "if 
you knevir the names of some great 
artists that I could cite who are iii 
the worst possible dilemma as a re­ 
sult of prolonged idleness.

Victory From Almost 
Certam Defeat. 


Tampa, Fla., Sept. 
20.—The 
Rev. 
Sidney J. Catts. a Baptist preacher, 
who resigned the pulpit 
of 
Bethel 
Baptist church at Fort Deposit, Ala., 
is now the central 
figure 
in 
the 
stormiest political fight in the history 
ol 
Florida. 
Several weeks ago the 
state canvassing board gave him the 
certificate of nomination for governor 
bv the democrat!3 party as a result 
of the primary af June 6, and nomina­ 
tion formerly has been equivalent ti) 
election to that office. 
Catts’ fight for the democratic nom­ 
ination for governor as made with 
the support of the Guardians of Lib-, 
erty and a large number of prohibi-j 
tionists. 
If be should be elected on 
November 7. his would be a unique 
political 
victory, 
inasmuch 
as 
a 
preacher will have stepped out of the 
pulpit .on a 
religious plank into a 
governor’s mansion. 
The most bitter animosities have 
developed between the two main po­ 
litical factions within the democratic 
party of Florida, and it is feared that 
s ‘l ions 
consequences 
may 
follow. 
Friends of Catts are much concerned 
over bis personal safety. 
Within the 
stat** and without they have warned 
him of the possibility of assassination, 
but bis courage lins not wavered, and 
warnings apparently have served only J 
lr* increase his efforts to clinch his 
victory. 
Discussing some of the unusual as­ 
pects of Catt’s success, 
the 
Tampa 
Morning Tribune said, in an editorial: 
“The successful candidate was an 
entire stranger to the people of Flor­ 
ida w hen he announced his candidacy. 
His first announcements were greeted 
with derision—as a political joke. It ( 
is doubtful if there were more than a* 
dozen citizens of Florida who enter-} 
lained the slightest idea that he had j 
a possible chance. 
Yet lie defeated! 
four of the strongest and best-known! 
men in tin* state. 
TI** had against j 
him not onlv these four men and; 
their following, but 
practically 
the J 
solid liquor influence, office-holding | 
influence and the state press. 
“He made his race practically with­ 
out a campaign fund, had no money 
of his oxvn, and here in Tampa, watch­ 
ing the count of the votes, was with­ 
out the price of a railroad ticket ba ok 
to his home at De Funiak. Through­ 
out the campaign he boldly denounc­ 
ed from the stump 
certain 
things 
which no other candidate for office 
in Florida had ever dared denounce, 
pursuing a campaign 
policy 
which I 
had always heretofore been consider-. 
cd as equivalent to political suicide.J 
Yet this man, a newcomer, virtually j 
a stranger, with no record of public 
performance to stand upon, with no 
part in the history of the state, po­ 
litical, commercial, or otherwise, has 
been chosen as its next governor.” 
Controller Knott, of Jacksonville, 
was the most formidable opponent of 
Catts. In display advertisements pre­ 
ceding the primary he announced his 
qualifications tor the highest office 
in the state. 
His record included six 
years as state auditor, nine years as 
state treasurer and four years as con­ 
troller. 
“The governorship race is a pretty 
problem,” read a news article in the 
Tampa Times on the day of the elec­ 
tion. 
“It lies between Controller W 
V. Knott and Ion L. Farris, of Jack­ 
sonville. 
The other candidates are 
F. M. Hudson, of Miami: F. A. Wood, 
of St. Petersburg, and S. J. ('"att*, of 
De Funiak.” 
In an editorial of the same issue 
the Tampa Times said: 
“Unless the valued strength of the 
Guardians of Liberty is greater than 
t{linking men now believe it to bo. 
either Ton L. Farris or \Y 
V. Knott 
will be the next governor of Florida. 
If the boasted strength of that or­ 
ganization proves a reality the state 
may beb afflicted 
with 
Sidney 
J. 
Catts.” 
It eost fa its to make his race less 
than half as much as any of his op­ 
ponents spent. His report to the sec­ 
retary of state on campaign expendi­ 
tures showed that he had spent $1,782. 
as compared to $3,96° by Hudson and 
$3,86b bv Farris 
His expenditures 
were small of necessity. Ho never was 
a man of wealth. 
When he resigned 
his pulpit in 1901 he removed to Pleas­ 
ant Hill. Dallas county, Ala., where 
he entered upon farming and mercan­ 
tile ventures, while at intervals he 
preached to rural congregations. 
Sidney Johnstone Catts was born 
near Pleasant Hill. Ala., July 31, 1863. 
He attended Howard College, a Bap­ 
tist denominational 
institution, 
in 
1878, and later entered the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute. 
In 1882 he was 
graduated from Lebanon (Tenn.) Law' 
school, and two years later be en­ 
tered the Baptist ministry. He served 
longest as pastor 
of 
the 
Baptist 
church at Fort Deposit, which he left 
to accept a call to the First Baptist 
church at Tuskegee, and he subse­ 
quent Iv returned to Fort Deposit. 
In 
l<304. just prior to 
bis 
resignation 
from the church at 
Fort 
Deposit, 
Catts was a candidate for congress 
from the Fifth congressional distinct 
of Alabama, but was defeated by J. 
Thomas Ilelfling the present repre­ 
sentative.

affairs has been guilty of a w aste of 
public funds and ineptitude in the 
building of th© capital. 
VV. O. Archibald, the form er min­ 
ister for home affairs, who instigated 
the charges directed against King 
the present m inister, and 
Mr. Griffin, testified that when Mr. 
Griffin took charge at Canberra he 
had claimed sole control of the capital 
publicworks and that the Am erican' 
threatened a lawsuit (in 1914) if he* 
was Interfered with in what ho con­ 
sidered his prerogatives 
under 
his 
contract with the Australian govern ! 
ment. 
Mn Archibald testified that j 
he gave the American to understand! 
that the m inister of home affairs was] 
“boss,” but that the architect would] 
have a “square deal.” He denied that 
he had ever referred to Mr. Griffin as! 
a “Yankee bounder,” but declared h e' 
had caused frict ion •by “rubbing de­ 
partm ental officers the wrong way.” 
W hen Mr. Griffin took the stand he 
aid that he wras appointed to carry 
out his own design for the capital and 
he felt if the plan were mutilated It 
would reflect on his reputation.

feed. $7.50 for interest at 5 per cent 
on a valuation of $150 for the horse. 
*15 for IO per cent depreciation on 
Hie horse, $12 for 75 hours care at 16 
cents an hour, $7.50 for shelter and 
enough more for expenses to make 
it total over $100. In western Nebras­ 
ka. on account of the lower CA»st of 
fee<l. the cost of keeping a horse is 
estimated to he somewhat less.
